The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to timely file corrected 
drawings with the payment of the issue fee. The Notice of Allowance and Notice of Drawing 
requirements were not received by applicant's domestic representative prior to the abandonment. 
Applicant hereby requests withdrawal of the holding of abandonment per MPEP § 711.03(c) 
based on the following: 

Through a routine check of USPTO records on or about November 24, 2003, the 
undersigned became aware that the subject patent application had been allowed. A telephone call 
was made with Ms. Lewis in the Office of Publications on November 25, 2003 requesting a copy 
of the Notice of Allowance be sent to our office. We were advised By Ms. Lewis that a Power of 
Attorney signed by the Applicant is required as we were not recorded as the attomey of record.

We again requested that 
the Notice of Allowance be sent to us by fax. After four daily telephone reminders to Ms. Lewis, 
we received by fax on December 2, 2003 a blank Part B-Fee(s) Transmittal form PTOL-85 
(Exhibit B). The Notice of Allowance was not provided. Also, no Notice requiring drawing 
changes was provided. We proceeded to submit payment of the Issue Fee on December 3, 2003 
using the form provided by Ms. Lewis. 
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In view of the foregoing, Applicant requests the USPTO to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment of this application. Applicant also requests that the USPTO forward a copy of any 
Notice requiring drawing changes and provide at least a one-month period to respond to that 
Notice.
